More Delay, More Unrest 


FOr TWO YEARS THE “WHITE 
backlash” against the fight of 
American Negroes for a better deal 
has been growing. Instead of 
attempting to repair the damage 
done in the bitter racial strife of 
1965, the white leadership of the 
United States, with a few notable 
exceptions, has failed to tackle the 
problem rationally. 


The programs which were to 
help the Negro to better himself 
have been. shortchanged by reluc- 
tant legislators who have counted 
the votes and discovered that “black 
power” is something that doesn’t 
show up at election time except in 
a relatively few areas where the 
10 per cent Negro population of the 
United States is heavily concen- 
trated. The war in Vietnam, drain- 
ing off more than $25 billions a 
year from government revenues, is 
also a major factor in the ruina- 
tion of President Johnson’s Great 
Society, which was vital to Negro 


aspirations. 

Now, in recent weeks, racial 
disorders have-begun to rock the 
country from one end to another. 


It could be the beginning of a “long, 
hot summer” of civil strife even 
more serious than two years ago. 
Hope was raised. then. that there 
would be concrete action to im- 
prove educational and economic

-The figure is significant, not only 
because it would establish a_record, 
but because it reflects the attitude 
of authorities in Canada working for 


been sentenced for various crimes. 
In this respect it expressed the point 
of view of the Solicitor-General. 

“Speaking for myself,” he says, 
“T remain firmly committed to the 
belief that increased probation and 
parole are our best ‘instruments in 
the task of human renewal. I want 
to express the hope that those in 
authority will continue to exercise 
their discretion in these matters 
generously.” 

The comment follows presenta- 
tion of two impressive statistics by 
the solicitor-general. 

He notes, first, that about 45 
per cent of those entering a federal 
prison in any years have previously 
been in the same or some other, 
federal prison serving a sentence of 
two years or more.

How to Beat the Estates Tax Rap 


T is not often that any government 
will stand up im public and tell its 
citizens precisely how to go ‘about 
dodging the payment of taxes to another 
government. Alberta  .. 
has just done that in 
a booklet on its in 
heritance tax rebate 
system. Under the 
legislation enacted at ’ 
the last session, 
Alberta, by foregoing _ 
all its share of the 
estates tax levies by 
Ottawa, hopes to 
convert Alberta into 


subject. Taxation of estates depends both 
on the “domicile” or “residence’’ of the 
owner and on the location or “‘situs” of 
the property in the estate. It is in 
connection with the latter that the free 
@dvice to tax avoiders is being given. 

To qualify as en Albertan requires 
three years “residence” or “domicile” in 
the province. The Alberta government 
emphasizes that the two words are not 
Synonymous. It points out that acquisi- 
tion of a new “domicile” depends on the 
intention of the person as well as on his 
conduct: On this point the government 
strongly advises its citizens and others 
contemplating moving to Alberta to hire 
a lawyer. 


Once a person has acquired Alberta 
domicile and has departed this life, the 


problem of avoiding inheritance duties on 


his estate arises. The system is for the 
government of Canada to tax all estates 
and then rebate 75 per cent of its bite to 


_ the provinces. It is this 75 per cent share 


that Alberta is relinquishing. The federal 
government will still collect its 5 per 
cent. 

The complexity of the problem is 
Mlustrated by these facts. Estates cqnsist 
of Jand, cash, mortgages, securities, etc. 
There is no problem with cash, land, etc. 
It is taxed where it is. But securities are 
taxed in the nearest province in which a 
transfer agency is located. Thus an 
Alberta residence with $1,000,000 invested 
in a Canadian company which had its 
transfer agent in Quebec would have to 
pay succession duties on the $1,000,000 to 
Quebec. 

Obviously that eventuality ‘could be 
avoided if the rich tax avoider converted 
all his securities into. companies with 
transfer offices in Alberta. But the 
Albertan government has another sug- 
gestion; incorporate a personal holding 
company under the Alberta Companies 
Act. 

The wealthy Albertan exchanges his 
Canadian company shares for Alberta 
company. shares at current market 
prices. When he dies, it is the shares of 
the Alberta company that are in his 
estate, so Quebec loses its succession 
duties on the $1,000,000 worth of

Rise of Neo-Nazism 


In its report on the develop- 
ment of right-wing extremism 
during 1966, the Federal 
Ministry of the Interior states 
that’ for the first time in six 
years an extreme right-wing 
party has succeeded ‘‘in win- 
ning. seats at state assembly 
elections, and thus becoming 
a political factor.” 

The report states that at the 
end, of 1965 the NPD had 
about 14,000 members, During 
the course of 1966 this figure 
rose to some 25,000. In the 
same period 21 extreme right- 
wing associations and publica- 
tions went out of existence, 
while six new ones appeared. 

The prime beneficiary of, 
this, development was the 
NPD, The total membership 
of exttéme right-wing organi- 
zations at the end of 1966 was 
36,200. They had thus regained 
their 1960 strength. 

The Ministry of the Interior 
concludes that the 11,000 
increase in NPD membership 
in one year was achieved by 
intensive publicity. The

The report found a growing 
number of parallels in 1966 
between the NPD’s views and 
Nazi ideology.

master an understanding of Canadian politics. 
We refer them to the work of historians or 
economists but, aside from MacGregor’ Daw- 
son's “The Government of Canada,” recently 
brought up to date by Norman Ward, and a 
series of readings, gathered by Paul Fox, and 
published under the title ‘‘Politics: Canada,” 
we can suggest little by political scientists 
that’s good, general, and up-to-date. 

In our opinion Newman's “Renegade In 
Power,”’ a controversial book by a newspaper 
man, is a more useful contribution to political 
science on over-all Canadian politics than 
anything produced in the past decade by the 
professors, 

We say “over-all Canadian politics” because 
there have been a few outstanding’ provincial 
studies and a fine book on political theary by 
the University of Toronto's C. B. Macpherson.

The feud between the behaviorists and the 
traditionalists seems to be incipient in most 
_depratments of political science. While it 
seems to be a battle between a method and an 
attitude there’s more to it, The newer 
approach ties- in with computer use and the 
sweeping vogue of sociological analysis. As we 
gee it, the traditionalist- tends to—have or 

~should-have an over-all view of politics. 

Even the most uninformed citizen must 
have noticed the diversionary zeal for 
research. It used to be, when in doubt, 
politicians created a Royal Commission. That’s 
still popular but the new OK practice is The 
Task Force, a more flexible, less open kind of 
commission. 

Both commissions and task forces exalt 
research and spend millions on “studies."* 
These are bringing a relatively new and 
substantial affluence to academics. Even the 
dullest Grade B political scientist or sociologist 
with a behaviorist label can nail down a 
contract for a study, the bill footed by 
governments. It’s one of the great boondoggle 
areas of our time. All the advantages lie with 
the behaviorist because he is the ‘vogue, 
endowed with the alchemy of jargon, computer 
dazzle, and supposedly concrete, accurate 
results. ~ 

* * * 


An economist from Dalhousie, John 
Graham, told the Royal Society that social 
scientists must not let increased capabilities 
for handling data with computers obscure the 
need for value judgments. Nor should 
university professors become the tools of 
government and business who want specific 
jobs done. In other words, this is a counsel of 


behaviorism, we will depend even more for 
academic, political analysis on historians, 
economists and philosophers. ;

The rebellious among us care- 
fully select plants for ease of 
culture, those requiring only to 
be fed and watered during 
many years of usefulness. 

Two colorful herbaceous 
perennials which bloom for 
several weeks during June and 
July are the early dwarf asters 
and a pleasant sunshine-gold 
daisy called Yellow Ox-eye 
daisy, botanically Buphthalmum 
salicifolium. 

The only care these plants 
need during summer is the 
removal of faded flowers before 
seed is set. A feeding of 
balanced fertilizer in spring and 
general garden watering are the 
only other. attentions. 

After three to five years, it 
may be necessary to dig up the 
plants in early September, 
discard all wornout parts, and 
replant the young pieces in 
freshly composted soil. *
